Automatic tlndgfe. 


Among the latest contrlvancee pro- 


duced by busy inventors with a lean- 
ing toward matters of bicycling inter- 
est is an automatic device to do the 
judging of winners at bicycling races. 
The invention is the result of the many 
close finishes that occur on the bicycle 
tracks, particularly where amateurs 
are the competitors. Photographic re- 
productions of the finish have been 
tried, but they have not proved satis- 
factory. 


The new device consists of five paral- 


lel bars, made of brass and recessed 
across the track when not 
in use. 


When the men approach the finish the 
bars are thrown up by means of a 
lever to a height of five-eighths of an 
inch above the 
surface. 
They 
are 


coated with wet paint. The first bar 
falls the moment it is struck by the tire 
of a wheel, and the others go down in 
the same way. The bars are laid only 
a few Inches apart and leave stripes 
of paint across the tires. In close fin- 
ishes the actual winner only could have 
five stripes of paint on his tire. Be- 
cause the fraction of an inch of ad- 
vantage would prevent the wheel of the 
second mau from coming into coaiact 
with the first bar. 


Whether the device will be adopted 


by the owners of the big tracks remains 
to ho seen. It has been demonstrated 
in trials that the scheme will work and 
may lie relied upon in cases where the 
human eye is uncertain.

Dwigbt has a^ked to hii\e his resigna- 
tion go into effect at the end of the 
?reseot eollege year in June. b\H e^«rry 
sffort is being made to induce him to 
-^consider ins d'ecision «ind to continue 
to hold tJjfe reins of government o\er 
the sons and officials of old Eli until 
the summer of the second year of the 
new century. President Dwight has 
been the head of Y<i!e university since 
1886, when on May 20 he was unani- 
mously chosen by the corporation of 
the college to suc-oeed Dr. Noah Porter, 
who had resigned six months before. 
Timothy Dwight is a thorough product 
of Yale Influences. He is a grandson 
of the famous Dr. Timothy Dwnght, 
who was president of the college from 
1795 to 1817, in the stirring years oi 
the new republic. His father was James 
Dwight, a merchant, and he was born 
at Norwich. Conn., in 1S28. He en- 
tered Yale at the age of 17 and grad- 
uated with higa rank in 1849. After 
graduating he entered Yale a second 
time as a theological student, and at 
the same time became a tutor in the 
college. After four years of 
work 


among the students Mr. Dwight re- 
signed his professorship 
and went 


abroad, devoting his time again to 
study, whit-h he pursued at Bonn and 
Berlin. After -a three years' sojourn 
in foreign countries he returned to 
America and again became associated 
with tae life of the New Haven uni- 
versityr being named Buckingham pro- 
fessor of sacred literature in the theo- 
logical school, a position he retained 
until asked to occupy the presidential 
chair, left vacant by the resignation 
of Noah Porter. Professor Dwight was 
also a member of the American com- 
mittee for the revision of the English 
version of the bible. 
* 


It Is largely owing to the personal 


ze'al of the retiring president that Yale 
developed from a college into a uni- 
versity. This important advancement 
was effected at the opening of the new 
year following his acceptance of the 
office, and since the init1:.; iTm of 
President Dwight Yale nas steadily 
increased in size, scope and impor- 
tance. During Ms wise superintendency 
many new buildings have been added
